AUSTIN, Sept. 5. (AP) 


—Henry Helms, who • will 
be executed early tomorrow 
in Huntsville prison, will see 
his baby before he pays the 
penalty for his participation 
in the robbery of the First 
National Bank of Cisco on 
December 23, 1927. 


His mother, father and wife, the 


latter carrying their 13 months old 
baby, left here today for Hunts- 
ville, after an audience with Gov- 
ernor Moody. The governor told 
the grief-stricken parents and wife 
he could not stay the execution. 
It was a pathetic group that was 
ushered into the chief executive's 
office. 
The governor was plainly 
disturbed by the ordeal, but he said 
he' could not refuse their request 
to see him. 
, HUNTSVILtE, Sept. 5.—OT—Un- 
less some extraordinary act 
of 
-'.eniency intervenes, Henry Helms 
vtrill go to the electric chair here 
shortly after midnight tonight for 
his part in one of the most spec- 
tacular robberies ever attempted In 
Texas, the Cisco 
"Santa Glaus" 


hank robbery of 1927. 


Sentenced to death for robbery 
with firearms, Helms has run the 
gamut of devices to escape 
the 
chair. The court of criminal ap- 
peals refused to alter the jury's de- 
cision, another jury recently 
re- 


fused to save his life by declaring 
him insane, the judge refused a ie- 
hearing1 and yesterday Governor 
Moody announced he had washed 
his hands of the case and would 
not interfere. 


•Helms and his three companions 
probably were the 
most unique 


bank robbers who ever operated in 
Texas when they entered the First 
National Bank of Cisco, Texas, Deo. 
23, 1927. Marshall Ratllff, one of 
Helms' companions who also is un- 
der death sentence, headed 
the 


quartet disguised as Santa Claus to 
disarm suspicion. Scooping up the 
bank's funds they fled, kidnapping 
two little girls who had approached 
to make friends with 
the Santa 
Claus. 


Officers opened fire on them as 
they were leaving, but the bandits 
used the little girls as screens, 
shooting around and over them. 
Nit'Bedford and George Carmich- 
ael Cisco police officers, were kill- 
ed in the battle, and L. E. Davis, 
one of the bandits died later of 
wounds. 
The quartet escaped and released 
. e girls unhurt. The bandits' were 
pursued, however, and captured.

Inability of searchers to locate 
the plane, which disappeared Tues- 
day while on its way from Albu- 
querque to Los Angeles, together 
with alleged denials of Santa Fe 
railroad agents that they had cir- 
culated report of the wreck being 
found further complicated the sit- 
uation this morning. 


The chief dispatcher of the San- 
ta Fe railroad here declared, how- 
ever, that the Santa Fe telegraph 
operator at Perea had not dented 
having reported reports of the sunr 
posed finding of the Cttiy of San 
Francisco in the Black Rock Wash 
country. 
Informed of these details, H. W. 


Beck, western traffic manager for 
the Transport, tola the Associated 
Press the official statements of his 
company saying the liner had been 
wrecked and its passengers and 
crew killed had been based upon 
Information from the Santa Fe: 
In the face of conflicting state- 
ments from the various Santa Fe 
agents and another from the post- 
master at Gallup who denied any 
of his mall carriers had reported 
sighting the wreck, Beck announc- 
ed he would make "no change for 
the present In our previous official 
statement quoting this (the Santa 
Fe) report until further investiga- 
tion establishes whether there is 
any basis for it.' 


Beck declared, however, "we are 


beginning to doubt the authentici- 
ty of the report given us." He re-

With Ihe fall gardening season 
fast approaching, a

helpful hints for the worker In pre- 
paring and caring for the garden 
have been written by Misa Mattie 
Wlroy, county home demonstra- 
tion agent, to aid Navarro county 
Home Demonstration clubs which 
have as one tf their major proj- 
ects for the year a fall garden with 
at least ten different vagatables

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The fall of the year Is a very 


difficult season in which to raise 
vegetables, Miss Wilroy stated, as 
there are a number of insects tnat 
prey upon it, as well as the cllmafc- 
ic conditions to hinder growth- A 
very successful garden can be rais- 
ed In the fall, however, If certain 
Srecautions are taken, the county 


ome demostratlon agent said, 
A few helpful ideas as to planting 
time and care are given below: 
In the late summer the moisture 
supply in the soil is limited, and 
must be exercised to conserve H In 
every, way in order to get the veg- 
etables up. To do this the ground 
should be free of all weeds and 
plants that are left from the sum- 
Jner garden. 
Plowing under this 
material at this time is a bad prac- 
tice because it will prevent 
the 
moisture from rising to the upper 
soil surface, and the seed will not 
germinate. Then too, the unrolled 
plant material seriously interfers 
with the cultivation of the young 
fall vegetables and the heat result- 
ing from the turned under vegeta- 
tion dries out the soil. 
The soil for the fall garden should 
re "plowed shallow to a depth of 
fbur or live Inches, or thoroughly 
disced. Immediately following the 
breaking of the soil it should be 
narrowed and the seed bed made 
as firm as possible to re-establish 
cApillary attraction of the soil par- 
tides and to bring the moisture, if 
possible, to within 11-2 to 2 inches 
of the surface. 
Where fertilizer U necessary, well 
rotted manure may be used, but 
quickly available commercial fer- 
tilisers are to be preferred at this 
time. This Is so because of the 
relative slowness with which the 
plant food elements are made sol- 
uble In this season of comparative 
activity of the soil bacteria. 
In purchasing seed for the fall 
garden it is advisable to 
secure 
one-fourth more seed 
for 
this 
planting than for the apring gar- 
d«n. TOe germination of seed at 
this Mason is poor; consequently, 
toe extra quantity of seed win or- 
dinarily be necessary to secure a 
stand.

WAGING THE INSECT WAR. 


By Charles H. Martin 
(United States Department of Ag- 
riculture.) 


Cultural measures play a consid- 


erable part in the prevention ot 
insect Injury on ornamentals. 
Cleaning the premises destroys 


numerous overwintering places for 
various insects. 
Fall and spring 


plowing or spading gets rid of un- 
told numbers of eggs and other 
resting stages of insects present in 
the soil. 
Vigorous, healthy 
plants 
can 
withstand insect attack much bet- 
ter than sickly, weak plants. 


An effective substitute for chem- 
ical sprays for some insects, espec- 
ially the red spider mite, is syring- 
ing with clear water. 
The plants 
should be frequently and thorough- 
ly syringed from different angles, 
thus washing off the insects. For 
a small number of plants, 
hanrt 


picking the caterpillars is often ef- 


Plants should not te sprayed un- 
less insects are actually doing dam- 
age. Chemical sprays will destroy 
tender leaves and tips if solutions 
are too strong. It is always best 
to follow directions that come with 
the package. 


mixing the lime and nicotine sul- 
phate. Place the lime in the con- 
tainer first and pour in the nico- 
tine sulphate; then agitate the mix- 
ture until it is thoroughly mixed. 
This material is best applied with 
a hand duster. One-fourth pound 
of arsenate of lead can be added 
to this mixture, and control both 
the plant chewing insects and the 
plant lice, if the plants are being 
damaged by both types.

pest is chewing the plant tissue or 
sucking the sap. Stomach, poisona 
are used for chewing insects, while 
contact sprays that kill by burning. 
suffocating, or poisoning through 
the breathing apparatus are used 
for sucking insects. 
The standard stomach poison is 


lead arsenate. 
Many insects suc- 


cumb to a spray solution of this 
arsenical in which proportions are; 


For small quantities — 3 teaspoon- 


fuls of powder to 1 gallon of water. 


For large quantities — 1 pound of 


powder to 50 gallons of water. 
For very resistant insects upon 


hardy plants, the dosage may be 
made twice as strong (i. e.t 6 Lea- 
spoonfuls of the powder to a gallon 
of water, or 2 pounds to 50 gallons). 
It must be remembered, however, 
that the more tender plants and 
delicate flowers cannot stand 
the 
stronger solution. 
If plants are 
smooth or glossy leaved, the addi- 
tion of 1 ounce of soap to each gal- 
lon of water will help spread the 
insecticide and make it stick.

BRITISH PREMIER 


SAYS DECLINES TO 
BUILD AGAINST U. S. 


WORK LEAGUE OF NATIONS 
TO GO FORWARD TOWARD 
ULTIMATE WORLD PEACE 


GENEVA- Sept. 3. (AP) 


—The British government 
"declines absolutely to build 
against the United States" 
declared 
Prime 
Minister 


Ramsay MacDohald in his 
disarmament speech before 
the League of Nations as- 
sembly today. "That Is not only 
the word of a labor government; I 
think I can say it is that of a con- 
servative government." 


MacDonald announced the Anglo- 
American naval agreement proba- 
bly would contain twenty points. 
"Only three of these points art out- 
standing," he said. He expressed 
belief the agreement would be com- 
pleted before adjournment of the 
league assembly. 


To Sign Optional Clauses 


The labor premier announced 
Great Britain had decided to sign 
the optional clauses for adherence 
to the world court. He believed 
all units of the British common- 
wealth would do likewise. 


An atmosphere 
of expectancy 


prevaded the league assembly when 
the. British labor leader began his 
address. 


The work of the league will go 


forward and establish the founda- 
tion of world peace and the prob- 
lem of the League of Nations is the 
problem of security, he said. 


"The pact of peace is 'still a cas- 


tle in the air and the work of the 
league istobulld a foundation for 
it," -said MacDonald. 
, 


MacDonald declared he never be- 


lieved the Hague conference could 
or would fall. 


Commenting on the situation in 
Palestine, MacDonald said the trou- 
ble was not a racial conflict be- 
tween Jews and Moslems but mere- 
ly an uprising based on lawlessness 
and disorder. 
Great 
Britain, he 
said, as the mandate power under 
the league, 
will Investigate and 


find a remedy to prevent recur- 
rence of the outbreaks.

Taps have sounded for America's 
last survivors of the Mexican war. 
Owen Thomas Edgar of Washing- 
ton, who became the lone veteran 
of the war of 1846 last June, the 
day before his ninety-eighth birth- 
day, is dead.

was attributed directly to shock In- 
cident to a broken leg sustained 
in a fall about a week ago at the 
John Dtckson -home where he has 
lived for nearly ten years.

holds himself, the way he 
distributes his weight and 
the way he uses his arms 
and legs." 


Somehow or other, this 


reminds us of the claims 
made by members of the old 
school of phrenology. These 
pseudo-scientists 
used 
to 


boast that they could read 
character by feeling and 
observing the bumps 
on 


one's head. 
They would 


even advise young men what 
line of work to enter with 
reasonable hopes of success. 


At West Point, of course, 


it would be fairly easy for 
Mr. Blake to apply his pos- 
ture theory. Straight shoul- 
ders, bulging chests and in- 
drawn waistlines would be 
virtually certain indications 
of military status. 
Else- 


where- the theory is absurd. 


Take the average prison. 


Certainly 
this system of 


character analysis, if it is 
worth anything, ought to 
give us a line on criminality. 
And yet every prison con- 
tafhs a set of inmates who 
represent about every con- 
:eivable type of posture, all 
the way from slouchiness to 
well-nigh perfect bearing. 


We even make bold to 


suggest that Mr. Blake's 
colleagues on the Columbia 
faculty are a variegated lot 
when it comes to posture. 
Either that or the tradition- 
al conception of a college 
professor is a great deal 
more accurate than any of 
;he dons of Morningside 
Heights would be willing to 
admit. 


Dr. Franklin H. Giddings,

POOR POLICY. 


The federal radio com- 


mission, according to Com- 
missioner La Font, is mak- 
ing an effort to check the 
use of mechanical reproduc- 
tions in broadcasting pro- 
grams without announcing 
their source. A general or- 
der has been issued requiring 
broadcasting stations to de- 
scribe the character of all 
"canned music" that is put 
on the air, such as phono- 
graph records' player piano 
rolls or what have you. 


It is, of course, recogniz- 


ed that such reproductions 
have a legitimate use. They 
are necessarily the chief re- 
liance of 
small 
stations, 


which do nofhave the mon- 
ey to hire expensive talent. 
But the use of "canned mu- 
sic" withouf describing it as 
such is condemned as a fraud 
upon the listening public. 


Mr. La Fonte points out 


that the chief evil resulting 
from this practice is that 
stations 
whose programs 


consist largely of mechani- 
cal reproductions have low- 
er advertising rates, which 
cut into the business of high- 
class stations.. To meet the 
competition, the latter may 
also have to substitute repro- 
ductions for original pro- 
grams given by high-priced 
artists. 


Mr. La Font believes that 


"unless this situation is rem- 
edied, 
broadcasting 
pro- 


grams will rapidly deterior- 
ate in this country."

UNCONQUERED DRUG 


TRAFFIC. 


The people of the United 


States, it* is safe to say, are 
overwhelmingly in favor of 
the suppression of the traf- 
fic in narcotic drugs. The 
federal government thus is 
backed by a united public 
opinion in its endeavors to 
enforce the 
anti-narcotic 


law and stop the illegal use 
of habit-forming drugs. 


But, according to those 


commissioned with enforce- 
ment of this law, the traffic 
in narcotics is not decreas- 
ing. Each year 
thousands 


are arrested for illegal sale, 
possession or administration! 
of drugs and great quanti- 
ties of dope are seized. De- 
spite the best efforts of a 
well-organized government 
agency, the traffic contin- 
ues. 
The traffic is admit- 


tedly on a stupendous scale 
and might easily exceed the 
official estimates' which are 
based on known quantities 
having to do with an under- 
world, clandestine business. 


These facts shatter the 


hopes of those who have en- 
tertained the thought that 
the solution of the prohobi- 
tion problem lay in uniting 
public opinion in support of 
the Volstead act and its en- 
forcement. If united public 
opinion cannot effect obedi- 
ence to the Harrison act, it 
can do no more for obedi- 
ence to the Volstead 
act. 


Therefore even if public 
opinion in the United States 
were a unit for the suppres- 
sion of the liquor traffic, it 
would not guarantee a "dry" 
nation. .

Our Own City Perils. 
Leering at us across the edges of 
this Lesson, is the whole problem 
of the modern city; Sanballat and

grafters, the perfidious politicians 
and other criminals who threaten 
the very' existence of our urban 
civilization. Since the war, the un- 
derworld has openly challenged the 
sovereignty of good citizenship in 
the great metropolitan areas. Chi- 
cago and New York and Philadel- 
phia almost confess failure. 
The 
walls that safeguard the city are 
down, and where is the Nehemiah 
to rebuild them 
It is vain to study/ about Nehe- 
miah's work )in the restoration of 
old Jerusalem, unless we are will- 
ing to carry the Scripture to its 
logical conclusion in our own com- 
munity. 
And unless this Lesson 
develops doers, or the Nehemiah 
breed, it will be wasted. 
Over Against His Own House. 
Aside from his own leadership, 
which was really great and tire- 
less and unselfish L.nd brave, Nehe- 
miah's resource was the assigning 
of work in limited portions to each 
group opposite its own dwellings 
or interest. Nobody, except the 
leader, had responsibility for nest- 
ing the whole problem. Each sim- 
ply had to build over against his 
Own house. And a deathless roll 
was made of those who rallied to 
the work—with permanent shame 
for such, like the nobles of Tekoa, 
"who put not their necks to the 
work of the Lord." 
As if in hu- 
miliation over this recreancy of 
their nobles, the men of Tekoa 
took on a double stint of work. 


For men of today, tl- • point of 
the Lesson is to building the civic 
walls over against 
where 
they 
themselves live. That is, see that 
one's own neighborhood is 
free 


from vice and graft, and that elec- 
tions are clean and that voters vote 
and that public officials do their 
duty. This is no trivial or tempo- 
rary task. It calls for that "etern- 
al vigilance" which "is the price of 
liberty." 
It means doughty con-, 
flict with public foes. 
It means 
back-breaking toil, as in the case 
of old Jerusalem, in the carrying 
off of the accumulated rubbish of 
previous neglect and defeat. But 
there Is no other way of making 
the city safe and strong.

even a more deplorable condition. 
The committee proposes to go be- 
fore civic organizations and otner 
groups throughout the state 
and 
tell-the'people of the findings In an 
effort to get a sentiment that will 
back up the legislature If it decides 
to adopt the committee's report. 
"Texas is far behind any of the 
22 states we visited, and I do not 
believe the people want this state 
of affairs to continue. 
We have 
started out to improve just as oth- 
er states have—by studying exist- 
ing systems with a view to apply- 
ing their experience to Texas con- 
ditions. 


"Our report will be ready by De- 
cember 1. At first it will be fram- 
ed by a sub-committee, and then 
revised • until in complete form it 
will represent the composite opin- 
ion of the' committee members. 
"The building program will re- 
quire years, but it should be start- 
ed as soon as possible. 
"We found 
no 
self-supporting 
prisons on our tour of 22 states, al- 
though some showed book profits 


by counting 
value of buildings 
erected by prisoners. 
Some, of 
course, were costing less than oth- 
ers."The best prison we visited wap 
Sing Sing prison 
of New York 
state, where they are making an 
effort to learn the cause of crime, 
and find preventatives. They are 
seeking to help 
the man who 


leaves prison to go straight and 
make a good citizen after he gets 
out. 


Idleness Is Bad. 


'Idleness is one of the 
worst 
things we have to cope with In 
Texas. They work a little and loaf 
a lot. When they serve their term 
we give them a ticket home, a few 
dollars, a suit of clothes and they 
return with no equipment to twgln 
life anew. Unless he has relatives 
to start him out, the ex-convict 
must commit a crime to get on his 
feet. We must find a system that 
deals with the prisoner with a view 
of making a citizen out of him. 


'There are different types 
of 


criminals. Some commit a crime 
in a fit of temper, or under 
a 
strained circumstance, but want to 
be good citizens. Others are men- 
tally deficient and are criminal at 
heart. We must study the individ- 
ual and help him to correct him- 
self. 


•Some are fitted for the farm, 
and should farm. Others are not 
suited for farming, and it is fool- 
ish to put them on the farm. 
I 
never would favor 
prison-made 


products going on the market 
in 
competition with, private Industries 
but the state-use plan can be work- 
ed successfully. 


"for Instance In New Jersey we 


found a prison 
printing 
office, 


which did printing for the state. 
These men were taught the print-

work, and not be forced to commit 
crime. 


State Has Duty. 


"The state has 
a duty to the 
prisoner. Our report will cover 
every detail of a new prison sys- 
tem for Texas.

They may not adopt it right off. 
There must be public sentiment. 
But eventually I believe, the plan 
will be adopted."

New Orleans Cotton Easy. 
NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 5.—(AP)—The 
cotton market opened easy due partly to 
unfavorable cables bat mainly to showers 
in Texaa and Oklahoma. 
First trades 
ahowed losses of 12 to 16 
points • and 
prices continued to ease until October sold 
at 18.86. December 19.14, and January 
19.22. or 17 to 18 points under jester- 
dara close. 
Liquidation by speculative buyers added 
to the decline and at the end of the first 
hour the market was sill ea»y and at the 
lows. 
The market rallied rather sharply in 
the second hour on good trafie buying and 
on reports Wall Street operators had again 
entered the market on belief wesern rains 
were not general enough to relieve the 
drought. All early decline was recovered, 
October trading up to 18.04, and Decem- 
ber 19,32. or 18 to 19 points up from the 
early lows. 
Later the market weakened' again on 
renewed liquidation probajbly based on 
the detailed weather report showing more 
general rains than indicated in earlier re- 
ports. At mid-session the market had re- 
ceded 7 to 10 points from the top. 


New York Cotton Steady. 


KEW YORK, Sept. 6.—(AP)—The cot- 


ton market opened barely steady at a de- 
cline of 4 to 16 points and soon showed 
net losses of 14 to 17 points under sell- 
ing- Inspired by relatively easy cables and 
reports of rains in the Southwest. Of- 
ferings were absorbed and covering and 
trade buying on the decline to 18.22 lor 
December and 19.48 lor March and after 
the first rush of selling subsided, the 
market became less active and somewhat 
steadier.

The fire-swept 
wreckage of the 


racing 
airplane or Major John 


Wood, veteran Wausau, Wis., flier, 
located 25 miles northwest of here 
after Ward Miller, his mechanic, 
had been found wandering on the 
desert near Needles, today held the 
answer to the question of whether 
the pilot perished. 


The ruins of the plane, which 


Wood was using to compete In the 
Los Angeles-to-Cleveland non-stop 
race, was spotted by air searchers 
yesterday with the aid of Miller. 
Rescue parties afoot were unable 
to reach the spot last night because 
of the rough terrain but expected 
to get them today. 


Miller said he had leaped from 


the plane early Monday when It 
apparently exploded while speeding 
toward Cleveland. He managed to 
pull the rip cord of his parachute 
thus saving his life. Miller said he 
lay unconscious on the desert for 
an indefinite period. 


Despite his condition, Miller went 


with airplane searchers and suc- 
ceeded in sighting a part 
of the 


wing of Wood's plane. Other aer- 
ial searchers later located the main 
portion of the wreck and reported 
t appeared to have been swept by 
fire. No trace of Wood was found.
